WASHINGTON, April 25.—The President to-day sent Congress the following 
message recommending a declaration of war against Spain. 


: To the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America: 


I transmit to Congress for its consideration and appropriate action copies oi 
correspondence recently had with the representatives of Spain in the United States, 
with the United States Minister at Madrid and through the latter with the Govern- 
ment of Spain, showing the action taken under the joint resolution approved April 
20, 1898, “For the recognition of the independence of the people of Cuba, demanding 
that the Government of Spain relinquish its authority and government in the Island 
of Cuba, and to withdraw its land and naval forces from Cuba and Cuban waters, 
and directing the President of the United States to use the land and naval forces of 
the United States to carry these resolutions into effect.” 

Upon communicating to the Spanish Minister in Washington the demand 
which it became the duty of the “Executive to address to the Government of Spain 
in obedience to said resolution, the said Minister at Madrid was in turn notified by 
the Spanish Minister for Foreign Affairs that the withdrawal of the Spanish repre- 
sentative from the United States had terminated diplomatic relations between the 
two countries and that all official communications between their respective repre- 
sentatives ceased forthwith. 

I recommend to your especial attention the note addressed to the United States 
Minister at Madrid by the Spanish Minister for Foreign Affairs on the 21st inst., 
whereby the foregoing notification was conveyed. It will be perceived therefrom 
that the Government of Spain, having cognizance of the joint resolution of the 
United States Congress and in view of things which the President is thereby required 
and authorized to do, responds by treating the representative demands of this Gov- 
ernment as measures of hostility, following with that instant and complete severance 
of relations by its action, whereby the usage of nations accompanies an existent 


state of war between sovereign powers. 
The position of Spain being thus made known and the demands of the United 
s being denied with a compiete rupture of intercourse by the act of Spain, | 
h ices constrained in exercise of the power and authority conferred upon me by 
t nt resolution aforesaid, to proclaim under date of April 22, 1898, a blockade of 
certain ports of the north coast of Cuba, lying between Cardenas and Bahia Honda 
and of the Port Cienfuegos, on the south coast of Cuba; and further, in exercise of my 
pometiensore: powers, and using the authority conferred upon me by the act. of 
Congress, ¢ tte April 22, 1898, to issue my proclamation, dated April 23, 189s, 
calling for volunteers in order to carry into effect the said resolution of April 20, 1898. 
Copies of these proclamations are hereto appended. 

In view of the measures so taken and with a view to the adoption of such other 
measures as May be necessary to enable me to carry out the expressed will of the 
Congress of the United States in the premises, I now recommend to your honorable 
body the adoption of a joint resolution declaring that a state of war exists between 
the United States of -America and the ae de of Spain, and I urge speedy action 
thereon to the end that the definition of the international status of the United 
States as a belligerent power may be made known, and the assertion of all its rights 
and the maintenance of all its duties in the conduct My, a public war may be assured.

HOW HAVANA AND VICINITY ARE FORTIFIED. 


WASHINGTON, April 25: 


The House, in one minute and forty seconds passed the declaration 
of war against Spain, as recommended in the President’s message sub- 


mitted to-day. The Senate quickly agreed to the same bill. 
Secretary Sherman’s resignation was tendered at12:15. Assistant 
Secretary Day has been chosen to succeed him. 
_ It is positively stated that the President does not contemplate a call 
for additional volunteers for the present. 


Cipher dispatches were received at the Navy Department this morn- 
ing from Rear Admiral Sampson. The Department feels that it cannot 
maintain a peaceful blockade much longer. The President is opposed to 
the bombardment of Havana’s forts until such time as this step may be 
necessar as a part of the plan for the invasion of Cuba. But it is realized 
here that f a single shot from a shore battery hits one of Sampson’s ships 
the fleet vill turn its guns-on the forts without waiting for orders from 
W ashington..

After the number apportioned to a State has been re- 
cruited, the Governors will be asked to appoint the regimental officers.

MADRID, Spain, Saturday night, April 23. 
—Spain’s danger from within are becoming 
fully as grave as those from without. 

The war with the United States promises 
to cost her the last of her colonial posses- 
sions in the West and East Indies. 

But no one can tell what will be the re- 
sult of ther rapidly increasing domestic 
troubles—the Cabinet crisis, the dissensions 
among statesmen and warriors, the intrigues 
of the Carlists, the plotting of Weyler and 
Romero Rebledo and the popular agitations. 

The street demonstrations in the capital 
and elsewhere have assumed such a threat- 
ening character as to cause the gravest con- 
cern to the Queen and her government. 

All these political dangers are aggravated 
by the financial disturbances in Madrid, and 
a dozen principal towns in the provinces 
marked by an alarming run on the silver re- 
serve of the Bank of Spain, a fall in the 
prices of securities of every kind, and a 
rise of exchanges sending the gold premium 
to 75 per cent, 

These phings have made the politicians and 
everybody else pay less attention to the 
pews from America and Cuba, startling as 

The press advises the people to desist from 
demonstrations, which might become inex- 

edient and dangerous. The newspapers at- 
ribute the financial panic to the Hebrew 
bankers and speculators. 

It is impossible to describe how bitter the 
Spaniards are against the English, and the 
feeling increases every day. 

‘England is the only European power,” 
the Spaniards say, “that is paralyzing the 
energetic action of the other countries to 
force America to take her hands off Cuba.” 

This feeling is fostered by continental 
d:plomacy, which encourages Sonia to hope 
that the powers will interpose, as they did 
bel ween Japan and China, and between Tur- 
key and Greece to prevent any excessive 
settlement after the war that could damage 
the finances of the institutions of Spain.

The trial of the Weinand murderers prom- 
ises to be the most interesting criminal! 
event in St. Louis since the passing of Ducs- 
trow. It is likely that as a reward for the 
information given the police :by ‘Dublin’ 
he will be given a penitentiary. sentence in- 
stead of a trip to the gallows. 

In Judge Zachritz’s court Monday the ex- 
amination of witnesses in the case of James 
Murphy* began. Severance having - been 
granted, the other defendants will be tried 
later, 

William Roberts, commonly known as 
““‘Dublin,’”” who admits having taken part in 
the. brutal murder of old Jacob Weinand, 
asserts that awful as was his crime, he

but little less cowardly that the tragic tak- 
ing-off of the inoffensive old German. 

fii feeling exists between the men—James 
Murphy, Fred Snyder, William Nolan and 
Roberts—who are charged with the Wein- 
and murder. Each one is evidently trying 
to hurry the other to the gallows. 

If the theory advanced by “Dublin’”’ is 
founded on truth, Jarnes Murphy is the 
weaver of a web that gn anything ever 
portrayed in fiction, and is playing a part 
that would do crédit to the most artistic 
stage villain. 

A few days ago Percival Adams, a Four 
Courts lawyer who.represents Defendant 
Nolan, gave to certain afternoon newspa- 
pers a story to the effect that he was in 
receipt of official information from Ireland 
that Roberts’ true name was Murphy and 
that he is ‘wanted In the city of Dublin for 
a murder committed there several years 
ago. 

Adams claimed -to have documents to 
rove his assertion. Inasmuch as Roberts 
ad confessed and turned State’s evidence, 
implicating the other three defendants, 
Adams said he proposed to use the docu-

ments at the trial in order to “reveal the 
awful secret of Dublin’s life,”’ and thereby 
impeach his testimony. 

oberts defies Adams to “p toomnges the al- 
leged documents, and declares the story 
of that “awful murder in Dublin” was con- 
cocted within the walls of the St. Louis jai] 
by Murphy. 

When a reporter for the Post-Diepatch 
asked Attorney Adams to see the documents 
he replied: 

“T have got them, but of course I cannot 
allow reporters to see them. I will give you 
any information you want, but I cannot let 
you copy the papers. 
ited when the proper time arrives.”’ 

“Of course he cannot show you the docuse 
ments, for they are not in existence,” said 
Dublin. “James Murphy himself used to 
live in Dublin. Now he ta in jail here to be 
tried for a murder that was not committed 
in Dublin and he ia very anxious to avoid 
passing through that narrow, dismal exit 
at the rear end of the jail, for that is the 
path that leads to the gallows. 

“If Murphy furnished Lawyer Adams with 
the information on which the alleged docu- 
ments are based, as I believe he did, he, 
the James Murphy now In the St. Louis Jail. 
knows much more about the awful murder 
commitied by James Murphy in Dubiin, 
than I know.

“I think it is an outrage to spring such a 
report as that on a defenseless. prisoner.

native country do not sanction.” 

Chief Desmond and Detective Sam Allen- 
der have made a study of Dublin. They have 
information from Ireland concerning his 
record.

erts and not Murphy, as alleged. We have 
letters from Roberts’ father, written on his 
office stationery, He is a Dublin merchant 
and has a good reputation {n commer- 
cial circles at his home. 

“As much as we have investigated 
Roberts’ past history, we would certainly 
be aware of it, were a fugiti from 
the old country. Whatever 
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coming from a confidential source, which 
corroborates ‘‘Dublin’s’’ declaration of in- 
nocence of the “awful murder” in his native 
city. 

There is also other indisputable evidence 
with his rélatives in Ireland and he 
advised that his father expects to visit St. 
Louis soon, fortified with affidavits to show 
that he is not wanted in Ireland on any 

was 12 o’clock Monday when Circuit 
Attorney Eggers made the opening ad- 
dress to the jury. He was assisted in the 
case by Mr. Crone.

SHERMAN, Tex., April 2.—The Kiowas, 
Comanches and“some other tribes jus® 


across Red River are said to be donning 
feathers and paint in warlike demonstra- 
tion. It is rumored that they intend raid- 
ing Archer, Clay, Wichita, Montague and 
other Texas counties. 

The Comanches were the worst foes that 
the white men had on the frontier in the 
early days of Texas and the last to be 
subdued. Although there is scarcely a war- 
rior among them now living who fought 
against the pioneers of Texas, still the 
spirit of revenge has been handed down 
from sire to son and is asserting itself at 
the first opportunity. The more intelli- 
gent have been keeping in close communica- 
tion with the telegraph station, and they 
are well posted about the status of the 
United States and Spain. 

As the hostilities between this country 
and $pain become more decided and as 
troops are called for all over the Union 
the Indians fancy that borders are un- 
guarded and henre they desire to revive 
those atrocities that made the struggle of 
Texas independence so desperate and 
bloody.

a few pounds of ye mae to the source of 
the water supply, drop the dynamite in one 
of the valve boxes and run. The dynamite 
would do the rest. In less than 36 hours 
Havana, to @& man, would throw up its 
hands.

Judge Zachritz Instructs the Tribunal to 
Probe the Municipal Assembly Scandal 
and Summon Witnesses. 


Judge Zrchrits Calls Attention to the Post- Dispatch Article Which 
Was Published One Week Ago To-day. 


«8 follows: 


“The Court had indulged the hope that when you were con- 
vened and charged your labors would be of short duration 


and your work soon disposed of, but since that time a matter 
of gravest importance has been brought to the attention of the 
and 


Court through the public prints and current reports, 
particuarly by reason of a specific charge made by one of 
i local papers, contained in its issue of a week ago to- 
ay. 

“It has been charged by said newspaper, in its daily issue, 
that members of the House of Delegates and of the City Coun- 
cil have been guilty of bribery, and that charge involves not 
“nly one or two members of the Municipal Assembly, as at 
present constituted. A charge of that kind necessarily re- 
quires prompt action of some kind at the hands of the au- 
thorities whose duty it is to suppress crime. 

‘For many years it has been rumored and currently re- 
ported, both among the public and in the local press, that the 
Municipal Assembly, or parts of it. at least, and that under 
all administrations, have been guilty of gross violations of 
the criminal law with reference to the acceptance of money 
and other considerations for the purpose of influencing the ac- 
lion of said body, but not until now has a specific charge 
been made; and the time has come. gentlemen, and I speak 
advisedly and in calm judgment, when, in my opinion, deter- 
tnined action must be taken by a grand jury and the prosecut- 
ing officers of this judicial circuit for the purpose of ending, 
ence fer all, this unfortunate condition. 

“The issue, in my judgment, is clear cut. Either the alle- 
gation of bribery against said officials is true and can be 

ed by legal and competent testimony, as averred 
in said paper, or such publication is entirely without founda- 
and is made through motives other than 
those which tend to subserve the publie good, and made de- 
signedly for some ulterior purpose other than of a just, cor- 
rect and prompt enforcement of the criminal law; and in that 
event, if it is so made, 
publication in law, and done maliciously for wrongful pur- 
pores, then those who hold out such a charge to the public 
by means of said publication contained in said newspaper 
are, in my judgment, guilty of one of the most damnable 
crimes known to the law, viz.: that of eriminal libel, which 
involves a destruction of the character of a citizen, and is a 
greater crime against the State than any crime forbidding the 
destruction of private property, or even the destruction of 
human life by an individual. 


“Every right-minded individual must concur in the Pm 


conviction that each and every one of the members of the 
Municipal Assembly at the time who are innocent of com- 
plicity in said alleged criminal bribery, must necessarily not 
only.desire, but absolutely demand, a prompt, impartial, fair, 
just, efficient and thorough“investigation of this charge and a 
fuli and fair report thereon. @ 

“Without such a vindication of the innocent, they are a 
thousand times more severely punished by the unjust reflec- 
tion cast upon them and their character than the guilty could 
be by a lifelong incarceration in the penitentiary. 

“Furthermore, the public service is necesdhrily injured, be- 
cause, as long as it is permitted unjustly to even insinuate 
corruption in a general way against an individual, by reason 
of the fact that he holds an official position of a public char- 
acter, no man of standing in the community can reasonably 
be expected to accept a position of public trust, and thereby 
the public service must necessarily suffer. 

“On the other hand, every law-abiding citizen having the 
welfare of this community at heart, if he be honest and 
«incere and actuated by correct motives in life, demands that 
those who have been entrusted with positions of public honor 
and trust and charged with, the administration of govern- 
mental affairs, shall in every fespect absolutely and unquali- 
fledly comply with all the demands and obligations imposed 
upon them by law, and to refrain from doing anything which 
would in law be considered a Violation of {ts most sacred pre- 
cepts. 

“Again, gentlemen, I desire to impress upon you the fact 
that every honest and right-minded citizen, of whatever rank 
or station in life hc may be, if he is at all imbued with a 
spirit of fairness, righteousness and a desire to be just towards 
all, necessarily abhors an unjust accusation, made either by 
word of mouth or through the public prints against a fellow 
citizen. The law has at all times recognized that there are, 
unfortunately, individuals so debased and vile as to forget for 
the time being their obligation towards their fellow man, or 
who perhaps do not recognize that one exists, who have wil- 
lingly lent themselves and their energies in the direction of 
degrading the human race and individual members thereof, 
and if necessary destroying them rather than elevating them. 

“For that reason our legislators from time to time have 
enacted wise and wholesome lagvs tending to prohibit and pre- 
vent, if possible, unjust assaults made upon the character of 
an individual. The criminal statutes of this and other States 
specifically prohibit the villification and abuse unjustly of 
an individual or set of individuals by either word of mouth 
or in public print, and we have laws in force to-day which 
inake the offenses of slander and libel crimes against the 
laws of this State, and prov ide punishment therefor, which 
punishment, unfortunately, is not as severe as the crime 
merits. 

“The larceny of the property of an individual is made a 
felony by statute, and the destruction of human life inten- 
tionally is made a capital offense, and yet the surreptitious 
taking away of one’s good character and malicious de- 
struction of that which is or ought to be dearer to one than 
life itself, is merely made a misdemeanor by statute. 

“In my opinion nothing tends more to aid the,citizen in en- 
joying a good form of government than an honest, courageous 
and fearless public press. The Constitution guarantees to us 
the right of free speech and a free press, but it does not 
contemplate licentiousness. A courageous press constantly, 
even to a greater extent than the criminal statute itself, pre- 
vents crime by public officers, who otherwise might be tempt- 
ed to the commission thereof, because they seem to dread the 
exposure more than the prospect of punishment, and to that 
extent all credit Is due to any paper which will courageously 
and fearlessly expose wrong-doing, . 

“On the other hand, one of the scourges of modern civiliza- 
tion, tantamoynt almost to that of an infection, is a Hcen- 
tious prenggsdipich. eto any regard to the rights of hu- 
manity or ts of law, ruthlessly destroys the human 
happiness and human character for the mere purpose of bring- 
ing a few additional paltry dollars into its coffers, by pander- 
ing to a base desire found in the breasts of some people for

“The j)aper states in the publication heretofore referred to 
that it can supply the names of witnesses who have full 
knowledge of the alleged corrupt transactions, 

“Gentlemen, it is your imperative duty under your oaths,

without sufficient facts to warrant the. 


““onsideration., 
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“I caution you, however, gentlemen, and instruct you as I 
would a petit jury trying a case and as the law contemplates, 
that your investigation should be fair, impartial, just and 
complete; that your conclusion should be based only upon 
‘egal and competent testimony. The Court cannot, as it does 
in the trial of a case, pass upon the question of the com- 
petency of the testimony, but the Circuit Attorney and his 
assistant, who are charged by law with the prosecution of 
crimes of this class, and of feloriies, and who by statute are 
made your legal advisers necessarily for that purpose, stand 
in the place of the Court, and I say to you that you ought not, 
in determining this momentous question and a charge of such 
a strious nature, act upon any evidence except such as the 
law contemplates you shall act upon. 

“In that connection, I desire to say to you absolutely that 
you should not consider any evidence against any individual 
which is hearsay testimony and of a kind which the law does 
not warrant. 


“The proof must be by competent testimony and of a kind 
sufficient to satisfy your minds to the extent the law requires, 
viz.: beyond a reasonable doubt of the guilt of an individual 
before you ought to charge him with such a serious crime. 

“You are also, gentlemen, before you pass upon these mat- 
ters, to bear in mind the injunction of the law that you are 
the sole judges of the credibility of the witnesses, and in con- 
nection with that matter you must consider the character of 
the witness, his manner on the stand, the interest, if any, he 
has in the resuit of the proceeding, his relation to or feeling 
towards the party sought to be charged or the,parties seeking 
to charge him (and, of course, I do not speak in that connec- 
tion of the representatives of the State, but of outside sources 
improperly seeking to procure an indictment for a private 
purpose, perhaps not apparent on the surface). 

“You are to consider the probability or the improbablility of 
the statements of the witnesses, and in this connection you 
are further instructed that if you believe that any witness 


has knowingly sworn falsely to any material fact, you are at |. 


liberty to reject all or any portion of such witness’s testimony. 

“Gentlemen, in making this investigation, as the law con- 
teinplates you should, it must be a fair investigation, made 
in the grand jury room, while your whole body is in session, 
and made when the witnesses are under oath. The investiga- 
tion should be made in an impartial manner, under the direc- 
tion of the prusecuting attorneys and the foreman of your 
body, and should be of such a character as will tend to elicit 
the true facts in connection with this matter. 

“Do not permit yourselves to be influenced by any outside 
You have no right to permit yourselves to be 
moved by any consideration other than that contained in this 
charge and the obligation which you have taken under the 
law contained in your oath. You are to be guided in your 
course by the law itself as declared to you in these instruc- 
tions and by nothing else. You will find, gentlemen, in a mat- 
ter of this gravity and in which so much is at stake, that a 
determined effort will probably be made to influence your 
judgment, either individually or collectively, by outside 
means. This the Court positively forbids, as the law directs. 
Should any one undertake to influence your judgment in con- 
nection with your duty in this matter, you ought immediately 
call the attention of the Court thereto, whereupon such action 
will be taken as the law contemplates. 


oT — 
it will be sought in numerous ways to bias your judgment 


either way. On the one hand, those who are interested in the 
parties who may be sought to be indicted, and who may pos- 
kibly be guilty—if there are such among them—will probably 
nut leave a stone unturned to prevent indictment. On the 
other hand, those who are interested in obtaining indictments 
(and again I cail your attention to the fact that I refer not 
to the prosecuting attorneys, because they are in the_posi- 
tion that the Court is in, sworn to protect the rights of the 
State and the defendant alike, but I speak of others who may 
be actuated by ulterior motives as heretofore indicated), will 
undoubtedly seek to swerve your judgment in this matter, 
even against the admonition of the law as declared in this 
charge. 

“You have no right to heed the suggestion of any individual 
or set of individuals, either in their separate capacities or col- 
lectively; and in that connection I warn you, gentlemen, that 
this injunctian applies as much to a suggestion contained in a 
publication as it does a suggestion made by word of mouth, 
and I direct you during this investigation to refrain from re- 
ceiving any suggestion from either an individual or through 
the press until your labors in this matter are ended. =“ 

“You will demand of the paper making the charge the evi- 
dence which they say they have or information which will 
furnish you with the evidence upon which they claim they 
made their charge. It is their. bounden duty as good citizens 
to bring to the grand jury room any evidence or any infor- 
mation leading to the procurement of evidence which may be 
in their possession tending to show a violation of the criminal] 
statute in reference to this matter. Upon you, however, gen- 
tlemen of the jury, rests the responsibility of sifting that evi- 
dence and determining whether or not you consider it suffi- 
cient in law and of the right kind to base so serious a charge 
upon as that of bribery. 
the law requires and contemplates, and sufficient in law for 
that purpose, satisfying your minds to the extent the law re- 
quires, viz.: beyond a reasonable doubt that any individual, 
let him be who he may, has violated the injunction of the 
law against the crime of bribery. 

“Il say it is.your sworn duty to return an indictment against 
hivn, and that injunction applies as well to the one who gives 
the bribe as the one who accepts it. 

“On the other hand, if you are not so satisfied of the guilt 
of the party as the law requires, you have no right to and the 
law does not contemplate that you should return an indict- 
ment, even for the purpose of satisfying the desire of any in- 
dividual or any set of individuals in this community. # Your 
duiy towards each individual is as great as your duty towards 
all individuals collectively. The State seeks to protect the in- 
dividual against an unjust accusation, as well as the com- 
munity against crime; hence, if you are not satisfied to the 
extent the law requires that the specific crime has been com- 
mitted, you must not indict. 

“On the other hand, if you find, gentlemen, upon a thorough 
and fair investigaticn, that the charge contained in the pub- 
Heation spoken of is groundless, without foundation in fact or 
in law, malicious and made against the admonition of the 
law and in violation of the statute relating to criminal] libel, 
then it is your bounden duty to return indictments for the 
violation of said statute; and in that connection the Court 
instructs you that if you are not satisfied to the extent the 
law requires of the commission of sald offense, you also ought 
to refrain from indicting on that charge. 


“In conclusion, gentlemen, the Court indulges the hope that 
however unpleasant and laborioms the work may be that 
necessarily will be entailed uponm‘you by reason of this spe- 
cific charge, the fruits of the same will be such that for a long 
time to come this community May rest secure in the assur- 
ance that on the one hand no tation, however great, wil! 
be sufficient to induce public officials to become unmindtul of 
their obligation towards the community and the yernment 
whose laws they have m to obey, and on the other hand,

| WAR TAX HAVING AN EFFECT. 


} 
| Sate City Will Give Up Revenue at 
Once of Over Half a Million 

of Dollers. 


In at least one line of business in St. 
Louis the effect of the war is already felt. 
Heavy dealers in cigars report an unprece- 
dented rush for imported brands. 

The opening of war with Spain means 
that before long Havana cigars will come 
high, and lovers of importe. smoke are 
Lastening to lay in a supply. 

Aside from the fact that a blockade of 
Cyuban ports will shut this country off from 
her supply of imported cigars, there is an 


immediate cause for apprerension in the 
proposed war revenue bili], which conteni- 
plates a tax of $l a thousand on manufoc- 
sured cigars and 6 cents a pound on leaf tu- 
acco, 

As soon as the law {s effective there will 
be a rush of manufacturers and dealere 
to the internal revenue office in the Fed- 
eral PB ge on, to buy the new stamps. 

al dealers estimate that St. Louts will 
pay aun less than $500,000 into the National 
Treasury as her contribution to the war 
tax on tobacco. 

There are in stock In St. Louls: 75,000, 
cigars, the tax on which will be $75,000. 
The amount to be paid on leaf tobacco, 
chewing tobacco and cigarettes will be 
enormous. 

The day of the cheap cigarette will prob- 
ably pass when active hostilitie s begin. The 
war revenue bill increases the internal tax 
on cigarettes from $1 to $2 a thousand. 

While cigar dealers say that the new tax 
alone will not result in an advance of prices 
on cigars, cigarettes will undoubtedly go 
skyhigh in comparison with present prices. 

They agree that domestic cigars will not 
be affected by the war. 

St. Louis has a large stock of tobacco for 
these grades, many of which are Havgpna 
filler. "Makers of the best Known domestic 
brands say they can hold their own at 
present prices for at least a year. 

The upward movement of the !tmporter 
product has already begun. Several dealers 
have notified their customers that certain 
brands will be sold at advanced rates. 

One of the largest de alers in St. Louis 
said yesterday: “If the “war with Spain 
promises to be long drawn out the price of 
Havana cigars will undoubtedly be greatly 
advanced, As the stocks are depleted, prices 
will go higher unless the blockade is lifted. 
Within a month dealers will know where 
they stand. They will be governed largely 
by the prices charged them by manufactur- 
ers. The war tax in itself is too small to 
justify an increase in prices except on cigar-

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PROFIT RESTRICTIONS IN FRANCHISES.

From this class of franchises the Norwegian cities have 
reaped profits amounting to 120 per cent on the capital in-4 
vested, the franchise-holding companies getting 5 per cent.

The franchise being 
a monopoly, whose value is created by the community, the 
community has the right to the “unearned increment” over 
anc above such reasonable profit, on the investment.

Uncle Sam Opens an Office in 
This City. 


ENGINEERS, FIREMEN 
AND SEAMEN WANTED. 


Rush of Applicants for Employment, 
but a Strict Examination Reduces 
the Chosen Ones to a 
Handful. 


St. Louis acquired a now interest in 
Uncle Sam's navy Monday morning through 
the opening of a naval recruiting station 
in the old Government Building at Tkird 


and Olive streets. . 

Lieut. Simon Cook., U. 8. N., is in charge 
of the station. The other members of the 
recruiting board are Chief Engineer Wm, 
H. Nauman, Surgeon W. McClurg and 
Boatswain C, F. Pierce. W. W. Shire, who 
Was enlisted at St. Paul, is acting as a 
clerk, 

The station occupies two rooms at the 
east end of the third floor hall. 

Before the board got ready for work haif 
a hundred men were walting in the hall for 
a chance to make application for enlist- 
ment. These had been waiting for weeks 
for the board to open an office in St. Louis. 
Early in the morning, alongside of the pos- 
ter calling for army recruits, in front of 
the building, a plain, black-type poster ad- 
vertising for naval recruits, was tacked up. 
It was the center of a crowd of men all 


or 


ay. 

This station is authorized to enlist only 
seamen, ordinary seamen, machinists, first 
and second class, and firemen, first and sec- 
ond class. But the names of applicants for 
enlistment as Jandsmen, stewards, cooks, 
boilermakers, bakers and plumbers are 
taken for future use, if there shouid be a 
call for men of these occupations. 

Lieut. Cook does not expect to get a great 
Many seamen or ordinary seamen here, al- 
though he says tars are to be picked up in 
the most unheard-of places. P 

Lieut. Cook is a St. Louis man and has 
@ number of relatives here. 

Chief Engineer Nauman had a long string 
of applicants for enlistment as machinists 
and firemen to examine Monday morning. 
There were more than a dozen sitting on 
a long bench by his désk. He examines 
the men separately. 

John Lewis holds the honor of being the 
first able seaman enlisted from S8t. Louis. 
Boatswain Pierce put him through a mos? 
‘searching examination,. and pronounced 
him all right. He had no difficulty in pass- 
ing the physical examination, which is like 
that in the army, with the addition of a 
color test. Applicants who are color-blind 
are rejected, even though they may stand 
at the top in every other particular. 


As fast as the applicats were passed by 
Chief Engineer Nauman and Boatswain 
Pierce they were sent to Dr. McClurg 


across the hall. Those passed by him, were 
sent back to Lieut. Cook for the final mak- 
ing out of papers and the oath. 

The men entated will be sent East as fast 
as possible, to be assigned to ships needing 
recruits. 

Seamen are paid $244 a month; ordinary 
seamen, $19: machinists, first-class, $55; sec- 
ond-class, $40; flremen, first-class, $35; sec- 
ond class, $30. The term of enlistment is for 
three years. The age limit for landsmen, 
unless they possess a mechanical trade, Is 
from 25 to 35. It is not necessary, as it Is 
in the army. that applicants be American 
citizens. The navy contains, Chinamen, 
Ttalians, French, Englishmen and fatives 
of other countries who have never trans- 
ferred their allegiance to this country. Ne- 
groes are eligible on an equality with white 
men,

M’BREARTY’S FRIENDS 
ARE COLLECTING EVIDENCE. 


Frequent Attempts at Incendiarism 
Puzzling Chief Kiely, Who 
Thinks Mrs. Moore a Per- 
secuted Woman. 


A portion of the public has not exonerated 
Detective George Williams in the killing of 
William McBrearty, although a Coromer’s 
jury has found a verdict of “justifiable 
homicide.’’ 

The dead youth’s friends unhesitatingly 
call the killing a murder. Residents on 
fashionable Washington boulevard, be- 
tween Vandeventer and Sarah street, where 
the shooting occurred, say it should be in- 
vestigated; Assistant Prosecuting Attorney 
Johnson is willing und anxious to go into 
the case, and these factors may meet in 


the warrant office. 

An indignation meeting was held Sunday 
night at the residence of ex-Election Com- 
missioner Thad Harris, 3828 Washington 
boulevard, a few doors east of the house 
where McBrearty was killed. There were 

resent »esides Mr. Harris, his son-in-law, 

Ddward Herzog, who lives at the same 
number; Bernard C. Edmunds of 3729 Wash- 
ington boulevard; John Boogher of 434 
Delmar boulevard, and J. H. McCmuure of 
3919 Washington boulevard. 

The meeting grew out of a discussion 
among some of the gentlemen who had met 
accidentally during the afternoon. 

While those who were at the meeting are 
averse to talking about it they state that 
it was their opinion that a thorough in- 
vestigation should be made by the proper 
authorities. 

While the meeting was in progress Patrick 
Frelle of 3655 Cozens avenue, next door to 
where McBrearty roomed, walked in. He 
was in the neighborhood to gather what 
testimony he could in an attempt to have 
the case taken up by the warrant office, 
and had heard of the meeting. 

Frelle was given all the information in 
the possession of the men in the meeting, 
and it was decided that he, being the dead 
man’s closest friend in the city, should take 
the initiative in whatever course was to be 
pursued. 

It appears that several ¢ye-witnesses, 
whose stories were told in the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch, were not summoned by the 
Coroner. The names of these persons were 
given to Frelle for use at the proper time, 
and he was assured of the co-operation of 
the gentlemen present in any properly di- 
rected effort he might make toward having 
the responsibility for the death of his 
friend placed where it belonged. 

When the meeting adjourned it was under- 
stood it would reconvene shortly. 

Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Johnson 
was asked Monday morning whether a 
warrant for Detective Williams had been 
applied for or not. 

“No, not yet,’’ he replied. “But the Post- 
Dispatch can say for me,” he continued, 
voluntarily, “‘that I shall be most happy to 
go through that case thoroughly when it 
reaches me. 

“I see they have released Williams on the 
Coroner’s verdict. It is not customary to 
release a@ man under such circumstances 
until this office has passed upon the cage. 

“fT have not been officially apprised of 
what has been done. When the case does 
come to mel will, as I said before, be most 
happy to go through it thoroughly.” 

Col. Johnson made this statement fn a 
manner which indicated that he thought 
some department of the law had erred, 

The transcript of the Coroner’s jury pro- 
ceedings will reach the warrant office 
about Wednesday in the usual course of 
events at the Four Courts. Col. Johnson 
may then examine the papers and sum- 
mon additional witnesses, if he chooses. He 
has guthority to issue a warrant of his 
own motion. 

The process might be hastened by an 
application for a warrant from one of 
McBregarty’s friends. 

Mrs. Moore’s house at 3%0 Washington 
avenue, which the detective \was guarding | 
when he began shooting at McBreaety, is 
still under the eye of the police department. 

An officer from the Seventh District 
sleeps there every night. Chief Kirby says 
the reported attempts at incendiarism con- 
stitute the most mysterious and complex 
case of the kind the department has ever 
had to deal with. He says Mrs. Moore is a 
persecuted woman. But he thinks Me- 
Brearty did not go there to fire the house. 

Judge Zachritz, in his elaborate charge 
to the jury, Monday morning, called atten- 
tion to the McBrearty case, and directed a 
thorough investigation. The judge laid 
down the law governing the powers and 
duties of a public officer.

FLAGS TO BE GIVEN 
THE CITIZEN SOLDIERS. 


Pay of Officers and Men to Begin as 
Soon as the Regiment Is Merged 
“With the Regular Army of 
the United States. 


Until the organization is merged with the 
regular army, the personnel of the First 
Regiment, N. G. M., will, with possibly one 
or two,’ exceptions, remain as it is at 
present. All of the men now in service have 
pledged themselves to go to the front. 

The regimental staff officers will remain 
at their post. One of the possible exceptions 
is said to be a field captain, whose business 
interests will prevent him from going South 
with the boys. 

Members of the regiment are delighted 
with the action of Lieut. John H. Cavender, 
who, as outlined in Saturday's Post-Dis- 
patch, was offered the command of a pro- 


jected supplementary volunteer regiment 
with the rank of colonel. He declined the 
honor, preferring to remain with the men 
of the First Regiment. 

Col. Batdorf will not talk of the results 
of his visit to Jefferson City Saturday. It 
is generally understood that he received 
every assurance that his work during years 
of service was highly appreciated, and he 
would have the indorsement of the Gov- 
ernor and State military authorities as 
Colonel of the Ist Missouri Volunteers, 

One of the changes ftooked forward to 
will be in the leadership of Company B. 
Capt. Lester M. Hall, it is said, fears that 
his professional engagements as an attor- 
ney will make it impossible for him to 
leave with the regiment. It is believed he 
will ask for his release. When he steps out 
his place, it is said, unofficially, will be 
taken by Capt. Clifford B. Allen, the staff 
Judge Advocate. In active service there 
would be no place on the staff for a Judge 
Advocate with Captain's rank. Capt. gllen 
is popular with the regiment. For weeks 
he has been doing splendid service as a 
necruiting officer.

When John French was a policeman, 10 
years ago, he turned many a man into the 
holdover. Now. he is there himself. 

Out in Capt. O’Malley’s office is a kit of

French is accredited with the ownership 
of the tools. 

He was arrested early Monday morning 
by Seret. Meehan and Private Watchman 
O’Brien in the office of the Cigarmakers’

There was a sprinkling of ashes about the 
etove door, indicating that it had been re- 
cently opened. A glance on the inside dis- 
closed the burglar tools, which are now in 
Capt. O’Malley’s office. A sack made out of 
bedticking contain:d them. 

French pretended to be drunk and de- 
clared that he knew nothing concerning the 
tools. 

He was locked up at the Chestnut Street 
Station and was subsequently transferred 
to the Four Courts, where he is held pending 
investigation. 

Among other things the burglar kit con- 
tained numerous skeleton keys, and Sergt. 
Mechan says this is how French gained en- 
trance, locking the door behind him.

Police officers say they have a good case 
against French. 

In 1888-9 John French was a member of 
the St. Louis Police Department. He was 
regarded as a fairly good officer, until the 
latter part of 1889, when he killed a German 
hhucketer with whom he had a difficulty at 
Eleventh and O'Fallon streets. He clubbed 
his victim, inflicting wounds that resulted 
in death. Although French was acquitted 
by the trial court, he was discharged from 
Police duty. Since that time he has worked 
48 a machinist. He is said to be an expert 
in his line, and the police say he is able to 
make any kind of a key. He is a brother

AT THE THEATERS. 


There are two features of the bill at the 
Imperial this week that make a visft to the 
theater worth the while. One is the eyen, 
artistic work of a young woman new to 
play-goers of this city, and the othe 
feature is a scene in which a man has de- 
lirium tremens. The young woman of such 
pronounced genius is Miss Nellette Reed, 
and the actor who gives the powerful por- 
trayal of an unfortunate wretch in the 
most horrible torture known to man is Ed- 
mund D. Lyons. He is a player of univer- 
sally conceded ability 1n character roles, 
and for this reason he is mentioned sec- 
ondary to Miss Reed, who comes as a reve- 
lation. Both are accorded priority over ‘the 
play, because without them there would be 
little to recommend in Manager Gumpertz’s 
revival of ‘‘Drink,’’ Charles Reade’s dra- 
matic adaptation of Zola’s unpleasant 
“L’ Assamoir.”’ 
“Drink” is a melodrama which preaches 
a horrible-example type of a temperance 
lecture, but the lesson is frequently lost 
sight of in the effort of the genial Mr. Gum- 
pertz to give every member of his stock 
company something to do. When a manager 
carries upon his pay roll 
actors as Beaumont Smith and Charles 
Burrham and he is forced to cast them 
for insignificant parts it is doubtless hard 
to withstand their ind!vidual appeals to be 
allowed to elaborate here and there. But 
the result is inevitably a long-drawn out 
performance which becomes tedious: before 
the play is half over. The argument has 
very properly been urged against an all- 
star cast that the personality of the able 
actor in a small part swells that part into 
unseemly importance and destroys the pic- 
ture. The same argument applies to 
“Drink” as presented at the Imperial. If 
Mr. Gumpertz will make a few changes that 
will suggest themselves to him if he pauses 
to think, planing down the second act and 
cutting out several ‘“‘bits,”” no matter how 
painful it may be to the actor and actress 
concerned, he will shorten his performance 
to a tolerable time and it may then be sald 
that in presenting ‘‘Drink’”’ he fa offering 
the strongest attraction he has put forth 
this entire season.

Mr. Lyons drunken scene is done with all 
the art of a master, and is tobe favorably 
compared with the famous transformation 
scene by Richard Mansfield in “Jekyll and 
Hyde." Miss Reed played as one in whom 
the fire of genius is already considerably 
more than a spark. It ## strange that’ she 
has not yet been ‘“‘discovered’’ by the 
erudite Kastern critics, and not snapped up 
by a manager, who Is looking for talented 
emotional actress in whom there are great 
possibilities.

Panic in a Fashionable West 
End Boarding House. 


MRS. ROBERT ATTENBURY’S 
TIMELY AWAKENING. 


FOUND THE HOUSE FULL OF 
SMOKE AND AROUSED THE 
OTHER OCCUPANTS. 


THE FIRE WAS OF 
INCENDIARY ORIGIN. 


Two Attempts to Burn It in a Week— 
Three Arrests Made, but It Is 
Thought the Suspects Were 
Innocent. 


The opportune awakening of Mrs. Robert 
Attenbury prevented a holocaust in the 
fashionable boarding house of Mrs. Mar- 
Baret Dates at 2737 Lucas avenue early 
Monday morning. 

Mrs. Attenbury occupies an apartment on 
the third floor. 

About 8:30 o’clock she was awakened by 
the ordor of smoke in her room. Hastily 
donning a wrapper, Mrs. Attenbury ran to 
the rear entrance. As she reached the 
Stairway a dense volume of smoke ascended. 
Thoroughly alarmed, she retreated to the 
front exit and escaped to the lower floors, 
all the while shouting ‘‘fire!” at the top of 
her voice. 

Her cries aroused the whole house and 
much excitement prevailed. A dozen-guesis 
rushed into the street scantily attired. Sev- 
eral had narrow escapes, as the house was 
a mass of smoke and flame, and the rear 
Stairway leading from 
first floor was entirely destrayed. 
Policeman John Carroll, who was patroll- 
ing his beat at the time, heard Mrs. Atten- 
bury’s screams and turned in an alarm. The 
fire department responded and the threaten- 
ing blaze was extinguished after a half 
hour’s hard work. The damage to the 
building was $150, and the loss to furniture 
is placed at $60. The fire is believed to have 
been of incendiary origin. 

Henry Grampson, his wife Ida and Sam- 
uel Trice, all colored, who reside in the 
basement at 2737 Lucas avenue, are locked 
up at the Fourth District Substation, sus- 
pected of setting fire to the premises. There 
is practically no évidence against them, and 
it is probable they will be released after 
Capt. Joyce investigates. 

The woman is employed as a laundress 
by Mrs. Dates, and in return for her serv- 
ices occupies the basement with her hus- 
band and boarder ‘Trice, free of rent. 
Grampsem works for the family of D. M. 
Keeler at 3001 Pine street, and Trice is a 
porter for Jacob Rosenstein, a tailor at 2702 
Olive st. 

The building which is a three story brick, 
also caught fire in a mysterious manner at 
an early hour Saturday morning. The 
flame originated on the céllar stairway, ad- 
joining the basement where the Grompson’s 
live, and is partitioned off by a heavy iron 
door, that cannot be opened. 
To a Post-Dispatch reporter who called 
at the residence Monday, Mrs. Dates said: 
“IT am positive that some one set the 
house on fire. About a month ago a man 
named oJhn Banks rented the stable in the 
rear. He fell in arrears for rent, and when 
1 ordered him to,move he refused. I called 
a policeman and had him forcibly ejected. 
He said he would get even. Some days 
later I found a horse in the stable and 
held it for the rent Banks owed me. Banks 
was indignant and swore vengeance. Hée 
was on the premises a few days later and 
the house caught fire the following marning 
at 3 o’clock. I heard some one waik.ng in 
the hallway about 1 o’clock this morning 


and a.80 a half an hour later. I got up

His father died 
when Father McCaffrey was a babe, and his 
mother removed to Tipton, near Red Bud, 
Il]., where the boy’s youth and young man- 
hood were spent. In 1858 Father McCaffrey 
entered the Christian Brothers’ College, and 
in 1360 began his ecclesiastical studies at 
Cape Gwardeau, Mo. On July 4, 1868, he was 
ordained @ priest by Archbishop Kenrick 
and Wasa appointed a-<sistant at St. Pat- 
rick’s. In 1876 he was made pastor, and 
served as such unti] October 14. 1896. when 
Archbishop Kain appointed him pastor of 
the New Cathedra! Chapel. 

Father McCaffrey was a financier as well 
as a priest. It has often been said of him 
that had he chosen to turn his attention to 
business instead of religion he couid have 
become a millionaire. He was a most re- 
markably successful collector of money. 
During his pastorate at St. Patrick's he 
lifted a debt of $9,000, which had existed 
through two previous pastorates. When it 
was decided to purchase the ground at New- 
stead and Maryland avenues, for the new 
cathedral, to Father McCaffrey was given 
the task of collecting the money to pay: 
for it. The sum was $100,000 and he ra‘sed 
$90,000 of it In an incredibly short time. He 
was looked wpon as a marvel in this re- 
‘ by business men with whom he had 
dealings. 

For ‘many years Father McCaffrey has 
been reputed to be wealthy. It was said that 
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the officers now so popular with the men.
